REMARKS 

Claims 1-58, 60-71, and 73-84 are pending. Claims 1-39 and 73-80 have been 
allowed, claims 68-71 have been objected to, and claims 40-58 and 81-84 have been 
rejected. Applicants have canceled claims 59 and 72 and amended claims 40, 45, 54-57, 60, 
62-65, and 67-71. Applicants respectfully submit that the application is now in condition 
for allowance. 

Applicants would like to thank the Examiner for the allowance of the claims. 
Applicants have also rewritten the objected-to claims 68-70 to be in independent form and to 
include the language of their base claim and any intervening claims. Thus, applicants 
respectfully submit that claims 68-70 and dependent claim 71 are now in condition for 
allowance. Claims 60-67 have been amended to depend from allowable claim 69 and are 
thus also allowable. Applicants have rewritten claims 54-57 in a similar manner after 
addressing the Examiner's concerns under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as discussed 
below. Applicants submit that claims 54-57 are also in condition for allowance. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 40-53 and 58 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) or 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) based on the Chelliah by itself or in combination with another reference. 
The Examiner has indicated in the Office Action Sunmiary that claims 81-84 have been 
rejected but does not refer to these claims in the Detailed Action. Applicants assume that 
the Examiner meant to reject these claims on generally the same grounds as claim 45, from 
which these claims depend, was rejected. 

Although applicants disagree with the rejection of these claims, apphcants 
have amended independent claims 40 and 45 as suggested by the Examiner. The 
amendments to these claims make explicit language that was aheady implicitly in these 
claims. AppUcants respectfully submit that claims 40-53, 58, and 81-84 are now in 
condition for allowance. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 45-58 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite. Applicants have amended these claims to address the 
Examiner's concerns. 
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Based on the above remarks and amendment, applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of this application and its early allowance.
